cient for safe reliance. These in­ 
stitutions need $250,000,000 more 
annually for operating expenses. 
Where are they to get it ? 


For three years the Commission 
on Financing Higher Education, 
consisting of eight leading educa­ 


tors and four distinguished lay­ 
men, has been wrestling with this 
problem in a nationwide survey 
at the instance of the Association 
of 
American 
Universities 
and 
with the support of grants of 
$400.000 from the 
R ockefeller 
Foundation and $50,000 from the 
Carnegie Corporation. 
The commission has come to 
two major conclusions: 
That “ free" colleges and uni­ 
versities must not seek federal aid. 
for that could result in ultimate 
uniformity and government con­ 
trol. 
That for a new and adequate 
source of income they must look 
to industry, which is a beneficiary 
both of professional and of liberal 
arts training. 
Says the report : 
“ Under today's conditions in­ 
dustry is the last untapped source 
to which educators may look — 
except government. Business lead­ 
ers and educators alike fear fur­ 
ther dependence on government. 
Business and education have the 
same interest in maintaining free­ 
dom and each may lose it unless 
the other retains it. 
For scholarships, fellowships,! 
research and operating grants in 
education and basic research the 
federal government in 1950, the 
report points out. expended $468,- 
000,000, which was 28 per cent of 
the entire hitdier educational in­ 


come that year. There are those 
— among them are some educa­ 
tors— who would like to see a 
“ liberal" extension of federal aid. 
Not so this 1 2-man commission 
that has gone over the entire field. 
Besides industrial contributions, 
it urges alumni, labor unions, 
church groups and service clubs 
to contribute. 
As to the share industry should 
bear in the cost of higher educa­ 
tion, 
the 
commission 
suggests 
three per cent of net income be­ 
fore taxation, or approximately 
$325,000,000 a year. Corporate 
gifts to charity have “ increased 
nearly tenfold, since the income 
tax laws have permitted the de­ 
duction of these gifts” —but high­ 
er education has received only a 
minor ]W t. 
Such contributions, of course, 
would have to be voluntary. Tax- 
compelled. it would be a case of 
out of the frying pan into the 
governmental fire the commission 


so deplores.

For three years the Commission 
on Financing Higher Education, 
consisting of eight leading educa­ 
tors and four distinguished lay­ 
men, has been wrestling with this 
problem in a nationwide survey t 
at the instance of the Association 
of 
American 
Universities 
and 
with the support of grants of 
$400,000 from . the Rockefeller 
Foundation and $50,000 from the 
Carnegie Corporation. 
The commission has come to 
two major conclusions: 
That "free'’ colleges and uni­ 
versities must not seek federal aid, 
for that could result in ultimate 
uniformity and government con­ 
trol. 
That for a new and adequate 
source of income they must look 
to industry, which is a l**iu*ticiar\ ; 
both of professional and of liberal 
arts training*. 
Says the re}*>rt: 
“ Under today's conditions in­ 
dustry is the last untapped source 
to which educators may look — 
except government. Business lead­ 
ers and educators alike fear fur­ 
ther dej>e tide nee on government. 
Business and education have the 
same interest in maintaining free­ 
dom and each may lose it unless 
the other retains it." 
Fur scholarships, fellowships, 
research aud operating grants in 
education and basic research the 
federal government in 1950, the 
report points (jut, expended $468,- 
000,000, which was 28 per cent of j 
the entire higher educational in­ 
come that year. There are those 
—among them are some educa­ 
tors— who would like to see a 
‘'liberal'' extension of federal aid. 
Not s« i this 12-man commission 
that has gone over the entire field. 
Besides industrial contributions, 
it urges alumni, laltor unions, 
church groups and service clubs j 
to contribute. 
j 
As to the share industry should 
l>ear in the cost of higher educa­ 
tion, 
the commission 
suggests 
three per cent of net income l»e- 
fore taxation, or approximately 
$325,000,000 a year. Corporate 
gifts to charity have “increased 
nearly tenfold, since the income 
tax laws have permitted the de­ 
duction of these gifts” —hut high­ 
er education has received only a 
minor £art. 
Such contributions, of course, 
would have to be voluntary. Tax- 
compelled, it would lie a case of 
out of the frying pan into the 
governmental fire the commission 
so deplores.

Kitchen Clues

NEW YORK. Dec. 4 — (INS) — 
There’s been a revolution in Amer­ 
ican eating habits, and the experts 
my you can chalk It up to froxen 
foods. 
For instance, Dr. Walter Mac- 
Unn, a New Jersey food expert, 
•ays: 
“Ten years ago, few. if any, food 
technologists would have predicted 
the tremendous growth in the frox- 
en food business and the wide­ 
spread use of home freexers. 1 cer­ 
tainly wouldn’t want to predict 
what will happen in the next ten 
years but it seems certain frozen 
foods will become even more im­ 
portant In our daily lives.” 
Dr. Maclinn Is head of the food 
technology department at Rutgers 
University’s College of Agriculture, 
and his group is just one of hun­ 
dreds across the country trying to 
keep up with frozen foods know­ 
how. The frozen foods business is 
growing by leaps and bounds, and 
each new advance brings up ques­ 
tions from housewives. 
One problem Dr. Maclinn has 
studied is the best temperature at 
which to keep frozen foods. Gen­ 
erally, the colder the freezer, the 
better the preservation, but after a 
certain point, dollars-and-cents fac­ 
tors figure in the problem. 
Temperatures from xero to minus ( 
10 are cold enough. Under that, the 
benefits don’t offset the costs, since 
higher temperatures are cheaper 
but don’t do as good a job from 
tkx standpoint of flavor, color and 
nutrient preservation. 
There are 
individual 
freezing 
problems, too. One woman asked if 
ahe could bake a whole batch of 
pies at one time and freeze them 
for future use. Dr. Maclinn studied 
the problem and discovered that 
she could, if she froze her pies ac­ 
cording to the contents.

er, you want one that w ill give 


satisfaction. The way parts of a 
sweater are shaped is one guide 
to quality. 
A sweater may be full-fashioned, 
sometimes 
called 
hand-fashioned, 
or cut-and-sewn, depending on the 
method of shaping. Sometimes two 
methods of shaping are combined. 
The finest and most costly-sweat- 
ers are full-fashioned throughout. 
The different parts are knit on flat 
!i»a< hines that shape and bind off 
the edges as they knit. This shap­ 
ing is done by increasing or de- 
creasing tin* number of stitches, 
which make little fashion marks, 
sim ilar to those in foil-fashioned 
hose. You will find these fashioning 
marks about the arm-hole, sleeves, 
sides and sometimes the neckline 
of a full-fashioned sweater. 
Stitches that look like fashioning 
marks but are only for appearance 
are sometimes found on cut-and- 
sewn sweaters. If the marks are 
genuine, the rows of knit stitches 
come together at an angle: if im ita­ 
tion, the rows are parallel. 
For cut-and-sewn sweaters the 
pieces are cut from knit yardage 
just as clothes of woven goods are 
cut 
a faster and 
less costly 
method than knitting shaped pieces. 
Unless cutting is done 
precisely 
with 
lengthwise 
ribs 
and 
cross­ 
wise rows the sweaters w ill sag 
and twist. In the making of high- 
grade 
cut 
and 
sewn 
sweaters, 
care is used in laying out goods, 
placing patterns, and cutting. 
To see whether a sweater is cut 
straight, follow the lengthwise ribs 
and the crosswise rows. W ith a 
large stitch this is easy to do; but 
on 
finer 
knits it 
takes a

practice. Carless cutting may show 
up anywhere in a sweater, so look 
at all parts.

The finest and most eostly-sweat- 
ers are full-fashioned throughout. 
Th* different parts are knit on flat 
machines that shape and bind off 
the edges as they knit. This shap- 
I ing is don** by increasing or de- 
jireasing th*> ntimher of stitches, 
.which make little fushion marks, 
I similar to those tn full-fashioned 
1 hose. You will find these fashioning 
marks about the arm-bole, sleeves,

Some parents, saturated with 
the prev ailing notion tha t chil­ 
dren rarely or nev er should be 
restrained at any age, suppose 
their daughters as y oung as 12 
or 14 should be free to find and 
go with boy friends almost any ­ 
where unaccompanied by older 
persons. Some other parents who 
believ e this age too early for un­ 
restricted freedom, can't stand 
up against the clamor, “ You are 
old-fashioned; all the other girls 
my age are dating,” 
Reasonable Regulations 
There is still another group of I 
parents who defy this clamor and 
resolv e to protect their y oung 
daughters till they are older and 
more able to protect themselv es. 
Some of these parents of wise 
purpose hav e, during the y oung­ 
er y ears of their daughters, built 
3n them a readiness to conform 
%o reasonable regulations. These 


children have been practiced la 
a family atmosphere of com­ 
panionship and love. For these 
daughters their parents can usu­ 
ally be hopeful. 
Suppose 
these 
parents 
had 
faced no serious problems of 
control up till their daughters 
were 12 or 14. But suppose they 
had not cultivated in the earlier 
years an abiding compf.nionfthip, 
affection and esteem. Then tiie 
earlier restraints might not bear 
good fruit from now on. Desir­ 
able as earlier reasonable re­ 
straints may be, they can prove 
futile unless tempered with un ­ 
derstanding and love. 
On the other hand, in the ab­ 
sence of practical restraints in 
the child’s earlier years, love and 
affection tend to perish. What 
parent is likely to be always 
lovely with a child three, six or 
12 who for years has constantly 
defied her authority? Neverthe­ 
less, the older the child, espe­ 
cially in the teens, the less his 
parents can liope to depend on 
authority and the more they can 
hope to win with love and reason. 
While a good balance of re­ 
straint and lovp sepm.s to be 
ideal, a few parents short on 
restraining their children have 
been so long on love and under­ 
standing as to have achieved 
marvelously at building in their 
daughters strone moral armor.
